Tly 
cabin was one of two in a 
small one-storey frame struc¬ 
ture and the fire was first 
seen about 1:45 a.m. by Dan 
Ross, who lived with his wife 
Maureen in the other. 

The Rosses thought a fire 
on the beach was the cause of 
a gUiw seen outside their win¬ 
dow. But a few minutes later, 
they smelled smoke and Van 
outside to find the other cabin 
was afire. They were unable 
to get back inside but sal¬ 
vaged some property later. 

Police and firemen did not 
know the Wallace girl, who 
would have celebrated her 
second birthday May 7. was 
inside the wrecked cabin until 
a fireman wading through 
several inches of water stum¬ 
bled m’er the body. 

It was dlscovenKi a few feet 
from a mattress on the bed- 
n)om floor where the child 
slept. Police said no one else 
was in the wrecked cabin with 
the girl. 

Her mother Honors Maria

Mrs. Sauve told (he Canadi¬ 
an Association of Broadcast¬ 
ers that the government will 
consider a major restructur¬ 
ing of the national broadcast 
industry relaxing rule.s 
against mvnership of cable 
4?stems by over-the-air l»r»>ad- 
casters. 

But added revenues fn»m 
any such change must lie 
used in the production of non¬ 
violent Canadian programs, 
she said. 

Mrs. Sauve delivered a 
strongly-worded criticism of 
*«4ut she saw as the failings 
of domestic television in a 
si>eech at the opening of (he 
cab's annual meeting here. 
The association reijresenis 
about 270 private television 
and radio broadcasters across 
the country.

schedules are overloaded with 
mass-atH'^al United States 
programs in which the em¬ 
phasis is on murder end may¬ 
hem.

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
United States is spending bil¬ 
lions of dollars spy opera¬ 
tions. including some that are 
self-defeating, have misled 
the public and have threat¬ 
ened the independence of 
churches, universities and the 
press, the U.S. Senate inielli- 


gence committee said Mon¬ 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) So¬ 
viet Ambassador Anatoly Do 
brynin should be dirown out 
of the United States in retajm- 
tion for microwave radiation 
being beamed at the Ameri¬ 
can Embassy in Moscow, the 
head of a group representing 
U.S. foreign service officers 
said Monday. 

"I believe the president 
ought to take some dramatic 
actl m tu include the declaring 
persona non grata of the Sovi¬ 
et ambassador lo the I’nited 


States." said John Hcmcn- 
way, president of the Ameri¬ 
can Foreign Service Associa¬ 
tion. 

Hemenway also said he is 
wTirried about the possibility 
of an "official cover-up" in 
state department's han¬ 
dling (rf the microwave affair.

Although the report did not 
reveal the spy budget, it in¬ 
dicated that spending for fis¬ 
cal year 1976 was aA^t $4.2 
billion fw the CIA, Defence 
Intelligence Agency. National 
Security Agency and various 
reconnaissance pre^ams. 

Other findings contained in 
the report, entitled Foreign 
and Military Intelligence, in¬ 
cluded: 

• “On some subjects, such 
as the current capability of 
the strategic and conventional 
forces of fx)lentlal adversar¬ 
ies, U.S. intelligence is consid¬ 
ered excellent," 


• In other areas, such as 
the failure to predict the 1974 
Turkish Invasion of Cyprus 
and the 1973 Arab-Israeli war, 
U.S. intelligence "is viewed 
by i)Olicy makers as far from 
satisfactory.” 

• “OcMigress has faded to 
provide the necessary statuto¬ 
ry guidelines to insure that In- 
(eltigenue agencies carry out 
their missions in accord with 
constitutional activities.” 

'The report said thousands 
of covert actions have been 
undertaken by the CIA since 
its beginning in 1947. 

^ the early ISBOs the CIA 
was spending almost $200 mil¬ 
lion a year on ”a worldwide 
effort to anticipate and meet 
Communist aggression, often 
with techniques equal to those 
of the Soviet clandestine ser¬ 
vices.” 

^vert action reached its 
peak in the mid-1960s and has 
“decreased considerably" 
since then. 

“The most c<»tly and.con¬ 
troversial” types of covert ac¬ 
tion were i^aramilitary opera¬ 
tions designed to either prop 
UP or subvert a foreign gov¬ 
ernment. 

The CIA has used philan¬ 
thropic foundations to pass 
funds to "a seemingly limit¬ 
less range of covert action 
programs affecting youth 
groups, labor unions, universi¬ 
ties, publishing houses, and 
other private institutions in 
t h e United States and 
abroad.” 

Of 'TOO grants of more than 

Covert funding of U.S. or- 
tions between 1963 and 1966. 
more than 100 involved partial 
or complete CIA funding, the 
report said. 

Covert founding of U.S. or¬ 
ganizations was banned in 
1967 following disclosure by 
Ramparts magazine of CIA 


funding of the National Stu¬ 
dent Association. 

Although new guidelines 
forced the OLA to sever many 
of its connections with domes¬ 
tic institutions, they placed no 
restrictions on passing funds 
to individuals associated with 
those same institutions. As a 
result, the CIA is currently in 
'contact with “many thou¬ 
sands of United States aca¬ 
demics at hundreds <A U.S. 
academic institutions." 

Similarly, news storiet 
planted by the CLA in foreign 
pubUcations for propaganda 
purposes sometimes turn u[> 
in U.S. newspapers and maga¬ 
zines.

A freeze warning, similar to 
a frost warning, was in effect 
Monday for most of south¬ 
ern Ontario and gale warn¬ 
ings were issued for Lakes 
Huron, Erie, Ontario aiTd 
Georgian Bay. 

A high-water warning was 
issued for the southern shore 
of Lake St. Clair where high 
winds caused minor flooding 
Sunday. 

An Environment Canada 
spokesman said communities 


in southeastern Ontario would 
probably have up to 10 cen¬ 
timetres of snow Monday. 
Not much melting is 
expected until temperatures 
increase later this week. 

^ A provincial jxillce spokes- 
rlian said many communities 
retired their snow-clearing 
equipment last weekend when 
the province experienced 
record high temperatures.

i^VER-CREWING is claimed in the current 
agonizing over B.C. ferry finances. The claim is 
that the larger ships of the Dogwood Fleet are running 
each with It more personnel than called for by Cana¬ 
dian Steamship Regulations. This might have been 
suspected by observant users of the service concerned 
with talk of a doubling or more of fares to cut 
mounting deficits. 

Be that as it may, the main issue in the costs ques¬ 
tion is being overlooked. Because there has been 
refusal in the past on the part of the federal govern¬ 
ment to comply with terms of B.C.’s union with the 
rest of Canada in the matter of transport linkage of the 
country, there is no reason to leave it at that. 

It would seem that the provincial government is 
abandoning the issue when it should be pursuing it with 
the strongest possible representations to Ottawa. 

Federal responsibility will be discussed in a 
variety of areas when the premiers of the four Western 


provinces have another of their heart-to-heart get- 
togethers Wednesday. Meeting in Medicine Hat, they 
will be talking about the constitution and transporta¬ 
tion. among othei* things. And if it hasn't occurred to 
Premier Bennett, this might be the opportune time for 
a strengthening of B.C.'s hand in a new attempt to 
move Ottawa towards compliance with promises of 
Confederation. 

The four premiers are unlikely to find accord in all 
matters under discussion, but on the subject of 
western co-operation, where they have worked out a 
number of united-front stands in recent years. It is pos¬ 
sible there could be agreement on insistence that due 
aid be given this province with its floundering ferry 
finances. 

Ottawa has refused to listen to B.C., despite its 
maintenance or subsidy of ferry links in the transpor¬ 
tation systems in other parts, the Maritimes in par¬ 
ticular. A chorus from the four would be difficult to ig- 


A great saving of lives 


S TILL AMONG US are those who hold that speed Is 
only a minor factor in highway accidents— 
indeed that fast drivers are apt to be attentive and 
careful drivers. The latter point may be valid, except 
when the fast drivers are also impaired, or drunken 
drivers, or just too stupid to recognize dangers. But 
the advocates of permitting high speeds refuse to ac¬ 
cept two facts. One is that speed increases destruc¬ 
tiveness. The other is that speed deprives drivers of 
time to avoid accidents. 

It is hard to believe, however, that anyone could 
find a logical major explanation except the reduction 
of British Columbia sp^ limits in October. 1974, for 
the decrease in highway deaths since then, an entirely 
new trend. 

Highway fatalities totalled 559 in 1970. and in¬ 
creased to 636 in 1971. to 716 in 1972. and to 825 in 1973. 
In 1974, with only two months of lower-speed-limits 
driving, they climbed to 844—not nearly as much as in 
the previous years. Now the total is out for 1975 ; 717 
highways deaths, down 15 per cent, a saving of 127 
lives. 

It is true that reduced driving because of in¬ 
creased gasoline prices may have contributed to this 
downturn in the highway death rate, as may more 
general use of seatbelts. These factors, however, are 
unknowns. And a chart put out by the B.C. Motor Vehi¬ 
cle Branch last fall sh^ quite clearly why reduced 
speed limits should produce a decrease in fatalities 
such as experienced last year. 


In the speed range of zero to 10 miles an hour, ac¬ 
cording to the chart, the chance of death in an accident 
is one in 1.373. It increases very sharply in the 31 to 40 
range, to one in 97, causing the Canada Safety Council 
publication Safety Canada to remark that in setting 
city speed limits at 30 in the early days of motoring, 
"perhaps our forefathers were smarter than we often 
realize.” 

There is not a big increase in the chance of death 
between 41 and 50 miles an hour, but from 51 to 80 it is 
rated at one in 31: from 61 to 70. at one in seven; from 
71 to 80. at one in two. and over 80, at one in one. 

The Canada Safety Council hastened to add one 
further point, and it is worth repeating: 

"The fatality rate would be dropped still further if 
all vehicle occupants were wearing safety belts, and 
those who were injured would be considerably less 
hurt . . 

British Columbia's Social Credit government is 
still quite close to the beginning of its term of office, 
and it is much concerned (like all of us) with lack of 
hospital accommodation and high hospital and health 
costs. 

Australian hospitals have reported a 24 per cent 
drop in bed occupancy since seat-belt wearing became 
mandatory there. Has Premier Bennett the gumption 
to introduce similar legislation? There could be no bet¬ 
ter time. 


Political atrocity 


The silence about Cambodia 


On its promotion leaflet, the 
Canadian chapter of Amnesty 
International (a British-based 
organization which seeks the 
release of all political 
prisoners) carries a 
quotation from the works of 
French writer-philosopher 
AlbertCamus: "We must realize 
that we cannot escape the com¬ 
mon lot of pain, and that our only 
justification, if one there be. is to 
speak insofar as we can on behalf 
of those who cannot.” 

The left-leaning Amnesty 
International has been trying 
to live up to Camus' words. In 
its reports it has been speaking 
for "prisoners of conscience" 
in the dictatorships of Latin 
America. Europe and Asia. Its 
survey of torture allegations in 
more than 60 countries cried 
out on behalf of most of the vic¬ 
tims of political inquisition. 
Last hjpvember. disproving 
suspicions of ideological bias. 
AI published its first detailed 
report on the terrible treat¬ 
ment of political prisoners in 
the Soviet Union. (Titled 
Prisoners of Conscience in the 
U S S R., the report is 
available from AI Ottawa and 
New York offices. 2101 
Algonguin Ave.. in Ottawa or 
200 West 72nd St. in New York. 
N Y. 10023-for I2.S0)

The reason given for silence 
about this disaster which

It is true that no television 
crews are roaming Cambodia 
to capture the slaughter of 
about one million people (out of 
a total population of less than 
six million) in one single year. 
Nor are foreign jourt^ists or 
diplomats, including the very 
few who accompanied the now 
deposed Prince Sihanouk on a 
rigidly supervised show visit 
from Peking, allowed to find 
out what’s going on. 


But is that a valid reason for 
silence? Hitler also did not let 
newsmen and diplomats in to 
see his concentration camps, 
his gas chambers and ovens. 
Nor did Soviet commissars 
ever allow international in¬ 
spection of the Gulag 
Archipelago. 

The absence of directly 
documented evidence did not, 
unfortunately, make these sl¬ 
aughter madiines of modem 
totalitarianism any less real or 
less efficient. And there really 
was no lack of evidence, for 
refugees from both the Nazi 
and Communist “new society” 
brought fairly accurate reports 
on what was happening unseen 
and unbelieved liy the outside 
world. 

In Cambodia's case there are

Fourth, has the British 
Columbia government ex¬ 
plored means to remedy its 
current fiscal debility without 
hurting the taxpayer? One ma¬ 
jor source of potmtial income 
comes to mind — controversial 
as it must be — the taking over 
of fuel distribution in this 
province. It has been done 
elsewhere: in Mexico, for ex¬ 
ample. where PEMEX — 
Petroleos Mexicanos—is the 
only gasoline available. Fuel 
sales here are barely com¬ 
petitive. if at all. The takeover 
cost could be defrayed out of 
revenue—that is how Saudi 
Arabia nationalized the oil 
companies operating there. 

No one would be put out of 
work, although (our different 


service stations at one in¬ 
tersection. an urban blight in 
any rase, would become redun-' 
dant. Former owners and 
employees, operating under a 
government franchise, could 
be relocated. The government 
would buy fuel wholesale and 
sell retail. It is already into the 
electric power and natural gas 
enterprises, so why not add 
gasoline and heating oil? The 
revenue derived from this 
public utility could be substan¬ 
tial. and there would be only a 
minimal need for additional 
bureaucrats, since the infra¬ 
structure is already in opera¬ 
tion. 

★ ★ * 

Oil companies supplying the 
government would still have 
sufficient return on their in¬ 
vestment to continue searching 
for fuel, and there is no reason 


why the B C. Petroleum Cor¬ 
poration cannot explore and 
develop its own fuel sources. 

In any event, the Statutes of 
British Columbia (Revised 
Statutes 1948. c. 277) define 
"public utility" as the owner or 
-operator of equipment or 
facilities for the production, 
generation, storage, transmis¬ 
sion. sale, delivery or fur¬ 
nishing of gas. electricity, 
steam or any other agency for 
the production of li^t. heat, 
cold, or power to or for the 
public or any corporation for 
compensation. 

II seems that about 40 years 
ago the legislature pass^ an 
enabling 4ct for provincial dis¬ 
tribution of fuel. Perhaps the 
time has now come to give 
serious consideration to the im¬ 
plementation of this act — if in¬ 
deed it is on the books — in 
order to alleviate somewhat 
our ever Increasing financial 
burdens. 


Sense of familiarity 

Iceland's game of names

A stranger confronted by the rows of 
doors bearing neatly printed names like 
Greta. Elisabet. Margret and Helga might 
wonder just what sort of establishment he has 
wandered into. 

In (act. the building concernd is a depart¬ 
ment of the Icelandic government, and the 
young ladies in question are perfectly respec¬ 
table secretaries with their names on the 
doors of their offices. 

The building is typical of office blocks in 
this capital city. For Iceland is probably the 
only country in the world which does not use 
surnames. Everyone is known by his or her 
first name 

It’s a tradition fostered by the Icelandic 
government to preserve the culture and iden¬ 
tity of Iceland's 218.000 inhabitants, and few 
exceptions to the rule are permitted. 

Sk ★ ★ 

Here is bow the system works. Suppose 
Olaf lias a son and calls him Magnus. Magnus 
is simply Magnus “son of Olaf” or Magnus 
Olafson. If he in turn has a son whom he 
names perhaps Eric, Eric becomes Eric 
Magnusson. 

Daughters, too. take their father's first 
name. If Olaf has a daughter. Helga. she will 
be Helga Olafssdottir. “Olaf's daughter.” 

On marriage, women retain their ovm 
names. For Icelanders travelling abroad this 
can sometimes be a cause.Qf.esntens^tll^. 
Auspicious hotel receptionists noticing that an 
Icelandic couple do not have the same sur¬ 
name 00 their passports tend to assume that 
they are not married. In the age of permis¬ 
siveness this does not matter so much as it 
used to, but as a special dispensation the 
Icelandic government now allows married 
couples to indicate a common “surname” on 
their passports. 

For Icelanders themselves the system 
has a number of advantages. As a small na¬ 
tion it increases their sense of common iden¬ 
tity. Icelanders always use first names to 
each other, even to superiors at work. Only 
the prime minister and the bishop are 
sometimes accorded the title "Mr.”, but then 
it Is always “Mr. Geir”, his first name, never 
"Mr. Hallgrimssou.” But most people prefer to 
call him “Geir” or “Premier.” 

★ ★ ★ 

This sense of familiarity is reflected in 
Iceland's social system, which has no ciass 
barriers, and no rows of intenpediariee 
between ruled and rulers. If the man in the 
street wants to ask the prime minister a ques¬ 
tion or to make a comidaint. he simply rings 
him up at his home. 

For foreigners, the system can be confus¬ 
ing. ITie Icelandic telephone directorv lists 
subscribers in the alphatietical order of their 
first names. To find the person you want you 
need to know all his names, and preferably his 
occupation as well since this is always listed 
after his name. For there are ei^t pages of 
Jons In the Reykjavik book, six pages of 
Olafurs. and nine pages of Oudmundurs. 

The few exceptions allowed are Icelandic 
citizens who live more or leas permanently 
abroad, and a few families of Duilsh extrac¬ 


tion who already had conventional surnames 
before the present system was formalized by 
a law some 50 years ago. 

Icelanders pride themselves on their Vik¬ 
ing descent, although they are in fact a mix¬ 
ture of Norwegian immigrants and of Irish ^ 
slaves whom the Norsemen brought with " 
them from Ireland to work on their farms 
when they settled in Iceland from the ninth 
century onwards. 

Occasionally, a child's second name is 
derived from its mother instead of its father. 
This sometimes happens when the father dies 
before the child’s birth. Until ten years ago 
the mother of an illegitimate child had to 
identify the child's father and give the child 
its father's first name. 

As Iceland has traditionally had a high il¬ 
legitimacy rate, and currently has the highest 
rate in Europe, this was frequently a cause of 
embarrassment, especially in the many 
enclosed fishing communities dotted around 
the coastline. So ten years ago the law 
was changed to allow a mother to giver her il¬ 
legitimate child any naine proviM it was. 
Icelandic. 

Twenty years ago the government 
decreed that all foreigners wishing to become 
Icelandic citizens must take an Icelandic 
name, and around 60 a year do so. Most take a 
name that bears a phonetic similarity to their 
own. but for some foreigners this presents 
problems. 

★ ♦ ♦ 

A Jewish musician who settled in Iceland 
after leaving Nazi Germany changed his 
name from Robert Abraham to Robert 
Abraham Ottosson. as his father’s-name was 
Otto 

The world famous musician Vladimir 
Ashkenazy, who now lives in Iceland with his 
Icelandic wife after fleeing from Russia, ob¬ 
jected to changing his name on the grounds 
that his was an established name on the inter¬ 
national concert platform. So the government 
Igranted him a special dispensation. 

Most names are from the Bible—90 per 
cent of Icelanders belong to the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. But with the decline of 
religious influence, pagan names are be^- 
ning to be used again. Icelanders are being 
(named Odin. Gylfi (a sea god). Hulda (a type 
of (airy). Breiga (god of poetry) and Freyr 
(god of fertility). 

Whether a name is acceptable is usually 
decided by the baptising clergyman. If there is a 
^dispute it goes before a municipal judge and, if 
there is still a problem, the philosophy depart- 
Iment of the University of Iceland is called in.

Most Icelanders admit that their unique 
{system of naming would not work in bigger, 
more complex societies. But they argue that 
in a countiy the size of Iceland, where man is 
in a constant battle with (h* elements, it 
(helps to know who is who and what each

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Kissinger ^ 
harassed, 
may retire

Henry Kissinger, whose rumbling monotone has been the 
guiding voice of United States policy-making for nearly eight 
years, may step out as secretary of state within the next 12 
months. 

Few who predict his departure believe the embattled 
secretary will leave before next November's presidential 
election- few believe he will stay much beyond that. 

Little more than two years ago the 56th secretary of 
state, co-winner of the 1973 Nobel Peace Prize, was lauded 
abroad as the ‘man of miracles.*' 

At home the crowd cheered when he entered Madison 
Square Garden for a hockey game. 

The polls listed him No. 1 among the most popular 
figures in the U S. at that time. 

Today, he is reviled as “an evil Chamberlain" who has 
turned the concept of detente into a policy of appeasement of 
the Soviet Union. * 

Rogers C. B. MortOn, towering, white-haired former 
secretary of the interior and President Ford's campaign 
manager, says he does not expect Kissinger to stay in office 
“beyond this year.” 

Melvin Laird, chubby former secretary of defence and 
close Ford political adviser, is quoted as saying "we will 
have a new secretary of state in the next Fo^ administra¬ 
tion. 

“Henry knows that. He will bow out. ' 

John ^ali. former U S. ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions. said at one point that if Kissinger failed to persuade 
the Soviet Union to abandon its Angola involvement, he 
would become “a tempting political target as the election 
year heats up." 

"I'm not sure he will want to be remembered in history 
as the man whose latter-day tactics and policy influenced the 
course of an election." Scali said. 

Kissinger tried to convince the Soviet Union to back off 
in Angola but his efforts were frustrated by a Democrat- 
controlled Congress no longer acquiescent after the late-1974 
elections. As Scali predicted, Kissinger became a political 
target. 


Henry Kissinger stepped alone into the spotlight of U.S. 
affairs early in 1974 at a time when the country desperately 
needed a figure untouched by Watergate and the graft and 
scandals which had brought down a vice-president and which 
were already toppling a president. 

Irf^airo. the president of Egypt hailed him as the “man 
of miracles." 

As that year waned, however, demonstrators in 
Jerusalem were parading with placards emblazoned 
“Kissinger—bum oil. not Jews." Pickets In New Delhi 
chanted “Kissinger Go Back." 

And at home, almost in sight of the White House, work 
crews painted out the spray-can sentiment "Killer Kis¬ 
singer" from a bridge abutment. 

New York Times commented; 

“Kissinger . .. once seemed able .. . to, rival King 
Canute and command the tides of history. His latest ap¬ 
pearance ... is more that of the desperate Dutch boy 
holding back the flood." 

Under Richard Nixon, to whom Kissinger later was to 
refer as “our meat-ball president." Kissinger had the back¬ 
ing and guiding hand of a man well-versed in international 
affairs—backing and guidance that has appeared less strong 
under Ford. 

Even then, critics were asking how much a ringmaster 
introducing the act and how much a puppeteer pulling the 
strings was Nixon to Kissinger. 

As Nixon came increasingly under fire, critics who had 
not been inclined to take on the presidential pet began to let 
their pent-up frustration burst open. 

The first open indication of Kissinger vulnerability came 
in Salzburg during a trip with the president. 

There, unexpectedly, the secretary of state threatened to 
resign unless given a clean bill of health by the Senate in 
regard to resurrected charges that he had l^n involved in 
the bugging of telephones of reporters and his own staff. 

He got the absolution, but there was a widespread reac¬ 
tion in the press to the effect that nobody—including the 
secretary—was indispensable. 

A flashpoint came a year ago when Kissinger attempted 
to circumvent laws calling for a severing of aid to any 
country—in this case Turkey in her incursion into Cyprus— 
that used U.S. weapons for any purpose other than defence. 
It was a fight that brought him into continuing conflict with 
Congress. 

Senator Thomas Kagleton (Dem. Mo.) summed up 
Senate anger . 

“Our distinguished secretary is famous for his tilts," 
Eagleton said. 

"He tilts toward the junta in Chile, he tilts toward Thieu 
in Vietnam. His most famous tilt was his pro-Pakistan tilt. 
His current tilt, his pro-Turkey tilt, is no wiser than the 
others.”

Kissinger's successes in opening relations with China, 
his early pursuit of detente with the Soviet Union and the 
championing of the cause of nuclear arms control had muted 
dissent under Nixon. 

His success in negotiating the Arab-Israeli di^ngage- 
ment in 30 days of non-stop shuttle diplomacy through the 
Middle East was regarded as a brilliant coup. 

But even this dimmed with time until eventually Davar, 
the Tel Aviv newspaper which traditicmally supports the 
Israeli government, commented; 

“It is doubtful whether the secretary of state will suc¬ 
ceed in regaining his lost image of miracle worker." 

The department continued to lose good men under the 
more demanding Kissinger. Others were shifted to make 
way for Kissinger's favorites. 

It was Admiral Elmo Zumwalt. retired chief of naval 
operations, who said "He treats the people who work for him 
abominably, making impossible demands on their time and 
energy- and often screaming and cursing and sometimes even 
throwing office equipment at them." 

It was also Mmiral Zumwalt. -who seeks to become 
Democratic senator from Virginia, who said—comparing 
him to Neville Chamberlain, the British prime minister ac¬ 
cused of appeasing the Nazis—that Kissinger had become 
“an evil Chamberlain." 

Zumwalt said the 1972 arms limitation agreement with 
Russia was “a bad bargain” and that "the U.S. could have 
gotten a better bargain if Henry Kissinger had negotiated 
more skilfully.” 

Senator Frank Church (Dem. Idaho) and candidate for 
Democratic presidential nomination, criticized Kissinger's 
strong post-Angola statements that Cuba should curb her 
global ambitions.

history." 

The Nationalists have 
governed South .Africa for the 
last 28 years, supported by an 
overwhelming majority of the 
whites, the only race allowed 
to vote. It is widely accepted 
that greater power sharing 
among the races can only be 
achieved peacefully through 
the party.

Region to sue Demotion spurs walkout

DUNCAN — The lai^est na¬ 
tive Indian band to British Co¬ 
lumbia, the 1,500-member 
Cowichan Band, has started a 
yearlong study to determine 
whether its members should 
set up their own school sys¬ 
tem for the 600 children on 
the reserve. 

Cowichan Band Chief, 36- 
year-old Wesley Modeste. told 
the Colonist Monday that the 
present system is not meeting 
the needs of the majority of 
Indian children and the drop¬ 
out remains high. 

“I am not inferlng that Ihe 
district schools ^re not doing 
their fatosst. but I will sa^ things 
are not getting much 'better 
and we have to look at other 
possibilities,’' Modeste said. 

He said the main reason for 
the high dn^ut rate and 
poor attitude towards school¬ 
ing among native Indians gen¬ 
erally is related to their fami¬ 
ly backgrcMind. 

"Unstable family situations 
and low income are the norm 
on the Cowichan reserve .. . 
unless the school system can 
find some way to cater to this 
.. and try to change, the current 
negative attitude which now 
prevails will continue,** he 
said. 

The setting up of a native 
Indian school administered by 
the band with Indian staff 
would possibly be one way of 
instilling pride and interest in 
education. Modeste said. 

He said he appreciated the 
fact that setting up an alter¬ 
native system would mean se¬ 
gregation of native Indian 
children. 

But. he said it may be the 
necessary price that has to be 
pcid if the attitixle amongst 
people towards education is 
going to be changed. 

‘'Many people will react 


strongly to the idea of segre¬ 
gation ... all I can say to 
them is tJiat the integrated 
system hasn’t given us the 
results which we expected 
and need if the position of the 
Indian in society is going to 
improve.” 

I look upon the concept of 
an alternative s>'stem as a 
temporary measure until we 
can develop a better standard 
of living and a lUgher educa¬ 
tion level among the band 
members,” the Cowichan 
chief said. 

It was generally agreed 
among educators that those 
native Indians from stable 
homes with good incomes ex¬ 
perience much more success 
in the present school system, 
he said. 

One appealing aspect of the 
proposal, Modeste said, would 
be the employment of native 
Indian personnel in tasks re¬ 


lated to the operation of the 
school and in teaching posi¬ 
tions, when qualified persons 
are available. 

"I think it is very Important 
(or young Indian children to 
see other btdians in positi<ms 
oi responsibility. Over the 
years a feeling of inadequacy 
has developed among my peo¬ 
ple. because they see very 
few Indians succeeding.” 
Mtideste said. 

Tlie'Cowichan Band Educa¬ 
tion Cbmmittee, headed by 
I.eonard Antoine who has In¬ 
formed the Cowichan school 
district the Band’s inten- 
tion, will be respon.«iible fbr 
the study. 

Modeste said he expects the 
committee will get some di- 
recticMi from the province of 
Saskatchew’an, where a native 
Indian sdvwl operated by the 
Band has been in operatioo 
for some time.

"It's astonishinK . . . teni* 
ble ... shocking.” a Victoria 
provincial court judge said 
M<Hiday, that a man serving a 
jong prison term for robbery 
could be “allowed to be in 
some place where be can 
walk out the door” and rob 
again. 

Judge Biake Allan s^ke be- 
(orc sentencing Dennis War¬ 
ren Smith, 27, to 15 years (or 
a $2,800 holdup last Thursday 
at the Tcaxmto Dominion Bank 
in the Fairfield shopping 
centre at 11:15 a.m. and an 
extra eight nvwiths for being 
unlawfully at large from the 
federal community correc¬ 
tional centre at 921 Pandora 
at 10:45 a.m. the same day. 

Allan said the total of 15 
years and eight months will 
start at once, which means 
Smith’s release year will be 
1992 instead of the previous 
1983. 

The 15-year sentence, 
longest In more than five 
years in the Victoria court, 
came during the same day 
that a man charged with an¬ 
other holdup was sent to a 
menial institution and anoUier 
Victoria resident was charged 
as an accessory to Smith’s es¬ 
cape. 

After Smith pleaded guilty 
to the two charges, Wetoria 
police Det. Fred Mills tes¬ 
tified Smith was given a pass 
to 921 Pandora from the Wil¬ 
liam Read institution for the 
day Thursday. Indications 
were Smith was being pre¬ 
pared for a return to "the 
mainstream of society.” 

.Mills said Smith originally 
planned to "slip away” from 
the Pandora centre across the 
street to McDmald’s. 980 Pan¬ 
dora. for a hamburger and 
CX>ke but instead hold up the 
bank and return to the centre. 

But after leaving the centre, 
said Mills. .Smith realired the 
15 minutes he had were not 
enough “and he decided to es¬ 
cape.” 

The detective said the 
weaiion brandished at the 
bank by Smith was a sawed- 
off .303 cadibre rifle, not a 
shotgun as reported earlier, 
and Smith told police it was 
not loaded and probably 
didn’t function because the 
barrel was damaged In the 
sawing. 

Outside court, police said 
tests showed the gun did 
work: The gun and a stolen 
car used to get to the bank 
from Pandora were recoN-ered 
early Monday by police on 
Stanley Avenue. 

Mills told Allan that about 


$400 of the $2,800 “went direct¬ 
ly to the purchase of heroin 
. . . immediately after” the 
holdup. Another $400, includ¬ 
ing marked money, was found 
Friday when Smith was 
arrested in a residence about 
one block from the Pandora 
centre. 

The other $2,000 “was dis¬ 
tributed to other persons un¬ 
known,” said Mills, and no 
heroin was recovered. 


The judge sought more in¬ 
formation from Mills on the 
Pandora .centre with: ”He can 
go out on the street if he 
wishes?” 

When the detective replied 
yes, Allan said: “This Is an 
astonishing matter to the pub¬ 
lic ... that this man is al¬ 
lowed to be in some places 
where he can walk out the 
doOT .. . astonishing.” 

Later. after prosecutor 


Peter Birkett said Smith had 
an eight-year recoiM including 
three robberies, Allan added 
that he did not have all the 
facts about the centre but “it 
myst be very hard for the 
public to understand ... it 
does seem to me it’s a terri¬ 
ble situation if this can be 
allowed to happen.” 

“It’s shocking, a shocking

Family violence growing 


TORONTO (CP) - Violence 
in the family, especially 
wTtere wives and children are 
concerned, is one of die 
greatest social ills facing 
modem society, says the lead¬ 
er of the Vomen's social ser¬ 
vices of the Salvation Army in 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

C(^. Eva Burrows, in Cana¬ 
da to address the second na¬ 
tional congress of women in 
the Salvaticm Army said in an 
interview that abuse of alco¬ 
hol is involved in 75 per cent 
of cases wher^ wives and chil¬ 
dren are beaten and assault¬ 
ed. 

"As the problem increases, 
we have opened temporary 
emergency shelters for the 
women victims and their chil¬ 
dren.” she said. "There we 
counsel and give guidance to 
the families to either see 
them through a marriage 
breakdown or to ccxiciliation.” 

Col. Burrows said society 
was becoming more aware of 
violence in the family, partly 
because today’s woman "is 
less oppressed and less afraid 
to speak miw-hen she has 
been mistmaj^ than in the 
past... 

She described a pilot proj¬ 
ect in Nottingham, England, 
where troubled families enter 
into family training qnits. 

“We train them in budget¬ 
ing and homemaking and 
after three months, if they 
can cope, the government pro¬ 
vides them with a house of 
their own which is completely 


furnished,” she said. “ThiP 
way they really have a 
chance to make a fresh 
starU” 

Ool. Bunxm's said the Salva¬ 
tion Army was a”little ahead 
oL its time” in adopting the 
|X)li<;y of total abstinence 
from alc(^l when it was 
founded 100 years ago. 

“Now, society is reaping the 
damage to health and morali¬ 
ty that come from alcohol 
abuse,” she said. "Maybe, 
'some day the use ot alcx^l 
will become as unfashionable 
as smoking.” 

She disagreed .with those 
who caitend thay the family 
unit is bec'omin^obsolete was 
the divorce rata^creases. 

“Where a family sees and 
directs itself to a united 
Christian purpose in marriage 
and procreation there is no 
thought of divorce.” 

Col. Burrows smiled as she 
compared the women’s libera¬ 
tion movement of the last dec¬ 
ade to her own woman's 
movement in the Salvation 
Army. 


“Catherine Booth, wife of 
the Army’s founder, contend¬ 
ed that God gave women cer¬ 
tain gins.” she said. “Wc 
were given tbe righl to preach 
and to lead right from the 
beginning. Men and women 
have always been on an equal 
looting.” 

She said Salvation Army 
women do not agree with the 
idea of competing with men. 

“A woman has her own ' 
psyche, intuition, deAth of 
spirit and spiritual discern¬ 
ment that she can. contribute 
for the benefit of all. ^ 

“1 would^bhor some of the \ 
women's liberation views on 
such areas as marriage, preg- I 


nancy and abortion. We are 
against abortion on demand 
unless there is e.xpert medical 
opinion to support it.”

A sentence of four months 
imposed last December for a 
1975 Victoria holdup wa.s in¬ 
creased to five years M<mday 
by A panel of B.C. Appeal 
Court judges In Vancouver. 

TTie judges indicated a key 
reasem for the increase in the 
sentence for James Archie 
Hancock, 34, was that the .39- 
calibre revolver he used in a 
$5Tl holdup March 22. 1975 at 
the Beacon Drive-In, 126 
Douglas, w'as loaded. 

Hancock was sent^ced in 
1975 for conspiracy to commit • 
armed robbery e^r a trial 
which set Canadian prece¬ 
dents in court use of the na¬ 
tion's 1974 protection of pri¬ 
vacy law. 

He was also sentenced tor a 
Victoria extortion attempt 
and the holdup, and his de¬ 
fence l^awycra convinced three 
judges in provincial and 
county courts that a term in a 
provincial jail Avas the best 
way to combine deterrenge 
and rehabilitation. 

The maximum provincial 
jail term fs two years less a 
day and that was what Han- 
co^ drew for the extortion. 
He also was jailed 20 months 
for tiie conspiracy and an 
e.vtra fouij months for the 
holdup, buf those two terms 
ran at the same time as the 
e.xtortiOT penalty. 

The new. five-year sentence 
will mean Hancock will serve 
his time in a federal prison. It 
was believed the sentence was 
effective last Dec. 1, when 
Hancock was sentenced to the 
four-m.Tnth term.

He was referring to an 
incident a year ago when the 
railway’s auditor of many 
years was removed from his 
pc»t and- suspended by the 
body governing chartered ac¬ 
countants. 

Gibson noted that last year 
the railway lost $45 million, 
the year before $32. and 
asked: "Dm’t we deserve an 
estimate of how much we ex¬ 
pect to lose this year?” 

As of Jan. 2. 1976. the es¬ 
timated total debt of the rail¬ 
way was $466 million plus $23 
million in parity bonds. 

Gibson appealed to the gov¬ 
ernment to appoint as quickly 
as possible a new executive 
officer (president) of the rail¬ 
way. "And I plead that It not 
he a recycled Socred." he 
sajd. "You have said it will be 
a man of past experience. I 
hope it won’t be a man of 
half-past experience.’* 

Gibson said he would vote 
against the bill unless he was 
given more information as to j 
why the extra $250 million ] 
borrowing power was needed i 
because "I am not pre|>ared i

Scott Wallace (PC—Oak

Churches

in Russia 


VANTTCAN CTTY (UPD — 
Exiled Soviet writer Alex¬ 
ander Solzhenitsyn said Fri¬ 
day the d^ecrahon ct 
churches in th^ Soviet zunion 
deprived the people ot the one 
thing that kept them from 
*‘going down on all fours.” 

In an article in the V^can 
weekly magazine L’Osaerva- 
tore Della Domenica. the 
Nobel literature winner said 
church spires are the charac- 
teristio maiic oC the central 
Russian landscape. 

"But let's enter the village, 
and we find at cmce that the 
churches which invited us 
from afar are no longer liv¬ 
ing. They are dead, they have 
been killed,” Solzhenitsyn 
wrote. 

‘The crosses were tom 
dovn years and years ago. A 
ripped-o^kn dome, against the 
sl^. offers a view of pillars 
and arches turned into cai^ 
casses. Weeds grow on roofs, 
overfkrw from fissures. 

"Rarely is the church stlH 
surround^ by a cemetery, but 
even in that case crosses are 
overturned, tombs ravaged,. 
Ihe icons of the chapel, faded 
because of rain, are covered 
with obscene inscriptions.” 

Solzhnltsyn said churches 
have been turned into ware¬ 
houses, sawmills, clubs or 
dancdng halls. 


Store sues 
clerks 
and B.C.

Garden notes ^ 


The growing of garden 
beeU teemt to be a bit of a 
gamble in our part of the 
world. One backyard gar¬ 
dener will have rows of beau¬ 
tiful beets in his vegetable 
lA)t, while the fellow next 
door can’t seem to grow them 
for sour apples. 

It tei’t the weather wtaoh is 
at fault, but our soli. As a 
matter of fact, our eoastal cli¬ 
mate is just about ideal fOr 
beet culture, for the beet was 
originally a wild seaside 
plant, a.’Td it likes a cool cli¬ 
mate where the air is not too 
dry. Inland, where the sum¬ 
mers get really hot and dry, 
they tend to become >voody 
and stringy in texture when 
mature, but in our gentle cli¬ 
mate the beet thrives and 
manufactures quite a bit of 
sugar in its cells, wMch you 
can taste if you try a bit raw. 

Where we go wrong on 
beets is in our soil. This plant 
is very sensitive to toxic sub¬ 
stances, in the soil, and while 
lime will ttfid to neutralize 
these toxins, nwmy of our 
pAots are deficient in hmc'. 

The beet, too, reacts quickly 
and unhappily to shortages of 
certain minerals in the soil. 


and oui* persistent winter 
rains tend to leach out such 
elements as boron, essential 
for well-flavored beets. With¬ 
out boron, beets will have 
black specks dotted through 
the flesh and will have a bit¬ 
ter taste. 

There is seldom any trouble 
growing good beets on ground 
which has been given an an¬ 
nual dressing of <rid rotten 
manure every fall over a 
period of years, for manure is 
an excellent “buckshot” re¬ 
medy against minor element 
deficiencies. Trouble is. we 
never have enough manure to 
go round, and most of us must 
make do by digging In com¬ 
post or peat moss to soak up 
and hold the essential miner¬ 
als against winter leaching. 
We learn, too, to give the beet 
site a generaous dressing of 
lime and wood ashes. Wood 
ashes 8un)ly potash, without 
which the plants make lots of 
top but no bottoms. 

Some years ago T dreamed 
up a method of c<MTecting 
minor element deficiencies in 
beet soil . which I think Is 
rather neat, and I have writ¬ 
ten about it several times. 


Using Ibe oid noggin. T rea¬ 
soned that when the boron, 
magnesium, sodium, manga¬ 
nese. zinc, oopper and all the 
other so-call^ “trace” ele¬ 
ments are washed out of our 
soil by the rain, they must 
necessarily find their way 
eventually into the ocean. 
'Ihis being the case, It seemed 
reasonable that the easy way 
to put them back would be to 
give the^beets a little sea 
water — not much, just a pint 
to the gallon of fresh water, 
applied with the watering can 
every two weeks throughout 
the growing season. 

Tve never had a failure 
with beets since I started this 
stunt Where sea water is too 
far away or awkward to come 
by water your beets wMh a 
feitiUzer iMmdt has Mb origin 
in the ocean — fish, whale or 
-Maweed fertilizer. 

our family we like to pull 
and eat our beets while they 
are still small and tender, 
about the size of golf balls, so 
we make small sowwing every 
two weeks through the spring 
and summer. This maintains 
a small but constant supply of 
deliciously tender baby b^ts 


flowing to our table, rather 
than the usual glut. Inciden¬ 
tally, we very much prefer 
beet tops to spinach. 

I sow my beet seeds half an 
Inch deep and 1% inchea 
apart in the row. Each seed, 
which looka like a bit of cork, 
is actually a cluster of seeds, 
so you’ll get three to seven lit¬ 
tle plants coming up from 
each seed planted. Such 
crowding is fatal, so the rows 
must be “singled** as soon as 
the seedlings are big enough 
to handle. Thereafter, the 
rows are thinned out from 
time* to time until evmtually 
the plants are standing six 
Inches arpart. These later 
thinnings can be used as 
bodied greens, or preferably, 
as steamed greens. We don't 
boil any vegetables in our 
family since wd?i bought one 
these aluminum folding-leaf 
steaming de%’ices that fit in 
any pot. 

This six-inch spacing Is 
ample for our baby beets, but 
if you want big ones for dispa- 
ly puiposes, pull alternate 
t^ets for the table, leaving 
the rest to plump themselves 
up with a full 12 inches of 
elbow room between them.

“The swine flu epidemic 
hasn't hit us yet. though we 
did get word tlut two people 
down the street had it I’m 
sure M's just a wild rumor, 
but I would get shots for it 
just in case. 

“The azaleas are in bloom 
and the dogwoods are out. 
and Washington is now a veri¬ 
table splash of color. Unfortu¬ 


nately. the air pollution count 
is now over 100, so if any of 
the children have respiratory 
diseases Td leave them home. 
If you have an air-conditioned 
cab the smog shouldn't get to 
you. but at this time of year I 
can’t guarantee it. 

“You asked me what to see 
in Washington. The White 
House, of course, is a must. 
You only have to wait five 
hours to get In. and they 
move you pretty fast once you 
do. but it's worth it They now 
have tents so you don’t have 
to stand in the blazing sun for 
more th2i two hours, and 
there are nurses on hand If 
you get sunstroke. 

“I also recommend the Cap¬ 
itol, although I would warn 
the children if they visit the 
Senate or House not to expect 
much in the way of ewite- 
menl as there are never more 
than three or four congress¬ 
men on the floor at one time. 
The waiting time to get in is 
only three hours, but it's in¬ 
doors so you dcxi’t have to 
worry about the heat, as you 
do at the Washington Monu¬ 
ment which takes four hours, 
but is a great thrill for the 
kids. 


“You asked me if crime 
w*a8 a problem in Washington. 
Don’t believe everything you 
read in the newspapers. We 
have rapes, mu^ngs and 
purse-snatchings just like any 
other city, l^t the street 
gangs that hang around the 
Mall and the Reflecting Pool 
don't bother anybody unless 
they see a camera or bicycle 
they like. I’d say in the day¬ 
time you would be as safe in 
Washington as you would be 
at night in Central Park. 

“Traffic is no problem, par¬ 
ticularly If you’re on vacation 
and dem't have to be any¬ 
where at any particular time. 
They've opened up several Of 
the streets that were closed 
because of the Metro con¬ 
struction. though they're dig¬ 
ging up other ones. 

“Is it expensive, you asked. 
Hardly. You can feed your en¬ 
tire family at a cafeteria for 
less than $60. but if you want 
to sit down it will, of course, 
cost more. 

“The Potomac is beautiful 
at this time of year, though I 
would warn everyone not to 
put their hands into It'unless 
they’ve had typhoid shots. A 
friend of mine said he saw a 


thark In the canal the other 
day that ripped a canoe to 
ahreds with three people In it. 
but I didn't see anything 
about it in the newspapers. 

“Parking is not a problem 
There are plenty of garages 
in the dty that will take, ycur 
car for $3.50 an hour. It only 
takes 45 minutes to get it 
back. 

“The motels and hotels are 
jammed so be sure you have 
a cemfirmed reservation be¬ 
fore you come, even though 
that is no guarantee you’ll get 
a room. We ctxild put you up 
at our place except our Josie 
has scariet fever, and the doc¬ 
tor says she’ll probably have 
it ri^t through the entire Bi¬ 
centennial year. 

“Well, that seems to be it. 
Hope you’re coming because 
there wtei’t be anything like 
it. Oh. by the way. don’t plan 
on seeing President Ford. 
He’ll be out campaigning your 
way while you't^ here. I’m 
not sure you’ll even aee Ron 
Nessen. The week you’re com¬ 
ing he agreed to do a guest 
spot on Mary Hartman.

LONDON (AP) — Malcohn 
Vadell is one magician with 
^ohitely nothing up his 
sleeve arkd no nuimbo-jumbo 
about now you see It now you 
don’t. 

Vadell works in the nude. 
So does his comely ac? 
complice Sue. 

Four times a night. Vadell's 
naked Illusions provoke gasps 
from Soho audiences unaccus¬ 
tomed to seeing a magician 
perform without a cape and 
top hat or emerge from a pad- 
lo^ed mailbag clad only in 
his handcuffs. 

Sue, w'hose sequined tutu 
has done a similar disappear¬ 
ing act, floats about the stage 
in a state of unfettered levita¬ 
tion, when not being sawed up 
al fresco and distributed 
about the premises in three 
sections or entombed in a nar¬ 
row coffin which Malcolm 
proceeds to fricasee in the 
most awkward places with 34 
cavalry sala'es. 

“Working in the altogether 
>*ou have to be a little more 
discreet about your misdirec¬ 
tion,’’ explained Vadell after 
revealing all to a packed 
house at London’s Casino de 
Paris without giving away 
any secrets.

Sometimes, but not if the op- 
ponenu can find the killing 
lead. 

Today's tingler was a case 
in point. The deal was pi^ed 
four times in the setni-nnal 
round of the International 
Team playoffs. One pair 
dodged the slam white three 
pushed on. Of these, two were 
successful Obviously some¬ 
times the push Is a gc^ bet - 
at least onihote hands where 
opening leader has a prob¬ 
lem. (Cover the East-West 
hands and choose your lead if 
you want a problem.) 

East's opming showed a 
balanced 3B-21 points and 
West’s diamond bid transfer¬ 
red to hearts. West used Ger¬ 
ber to find two aces and then 
jumped to slam. 

Have you chosen your open- 
ir^ lesa yet? It took Dr. John 
Fisher of Dallas outte tome 
time also. He finally selected 
the spade jack and it was all 
over. Declarer took seven 
hearts, three spades and two 
clubs and quietly conceded a 
diamond. 

Naturally If you choae the 
diamond ace. partner would 
smnal with the 10 and the 
Siam would go down before 
East's engine was started. 

In the replay of this team 
match. Aces Bob Wolff and 
Bob Hamman bid scien- 
tificalfy and when neither 
could cue bid a diamond con¬ 
trol, the partnership knew of 
the two aiamond louert and 
East played in four hearts. 
Good bidding which “won" a 
loss of the vulnerable slam 
bonus. 

In the other match both 
teams reached the heart 
slam. When East was 
declarer, South also led the 
spade lack and the slam 
came borne. When West 
finally became declarer vvHh 
his seven card heart suit, l^-

VANCOUVER rCP) — The 
first non-stop scheduled ser> 
vice ever between Canada 
and South America went into 
effect Sunday as CP Air put 
its sumny^r schedule into 
operation. 

The schedule provides non¬ 
stop service between Van¬ 
couver and Lima, Peru, and 
between Torwito and Lima, 
with the flights continue to 
Santiago, Chile, and Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, the com¬ 
pany said in a news release 
Monday.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral officials have ordered the 
slaughter of 160 cattle with 
bluetcmgue disease in the 
South Okanagan Valley. 

Eighty have already been 
slaughtered and a further 80 
will be killed later this week. 

Dr. John Kellar, regional 
veterinary supervisor for 
B.C., said .Monday that 5.800 
of the 7.000 cattle in the south¬ 
ern Okanagan have been test¬ 
ed for bluetongue. which first 
appeared in B.C. in a routine 
test of cattle imported from 
the United States. • 

Testing of the areas border¬ 
ing the South Okanagan will 
be delayed until the fall 
roundup. 

The disease has no effect 
cattle or its meat and can be 
detected only by laboratory 
tests, but is fatal to sheep.

Cowichan Band

DUNCAN - The largest na¬ 
tive Indian band in British Co¬ 
lumbia, the 1,500-member 
Cowichan Band, has started a 
year-long study to determine 
whether its members should 
set up their own school sys¬ 
tem for the 600 children on 
the reserve. 

Cowichan Band Chief. ’ 36- 
yeaixild Wesley Modeste. told 
the Colonist Monday that tne 
present system is not meeting 
the needs of the majority of 
Indian children and the drop¬ 
out remains high. 

"I am not infering that the 
district schools are not doing 
their but 1 will say things 
are not getting much better 
and we have to look at other 
poesibiiities,” Modeste said. 

He said the main reason for 
the high dropout rate and 
poor attitude towards school¬ 
ing among native Indians gen¬ 
erally is related to their fami¬ 
ly background. 

"Unstable family situations 
and low income are the norm 
on the Cowichan reserve . . . 
unless the school system can 
find some way to cater to this 
and try to change, the curr.'’nl 
negative attitude whi<'h now 
prevails will continue," he 
said. 

The setting U|) of a native 
Indian school administered by 
the band xvith Indian staff 
wTHild ixwsibly be one xx-ay of 
instilling prld^ and interest in 
education. Modeste said. 

He said he appreciated the 
lart that setting up an alter¬ 
native system would mean se¬ 
gregation of native Indian 
children. 

But. he said it may be the 
necessary price that has to be 
paid if the attitude amongst 
peopJe towards education is 
going to be changed. 

"Many people will react 
strongly to the idea of segre¬ 
gation ... all I can say to 
Jhem U that the Integrated 
Astern hasn’t given us the 
results which xve expected 
and need if the position of the 
Indian ir\ society is going 
improve.” 

I look ui>on the concept of 
an alternative system as a 
temporary measure until we 
can dex’clop a belter standard 
of living and a higher educa¬ 
tion level among the band 
members." the Cowichan 
chief said. 

It was generally agreed 
among educators that those 
native Indians from stable 
lioines with good incomes ex¬ 
perience much more success 
ih the present school system, 
he said. 

One apjiealing aspect of the 
t)roposal, Modeste said, would 
be the employjneht of native 


Indian |)ersonnei in tasks re¬ 
lated to the operation of the 
school and In teaching posi¬ 
tions. when qualified persons 
are available. 

"I think it is very imporiant 
for young Indian children to 
see other Indians in [lositions 
of responsibility. Over the 
years a feeding inadequacy 
has developed among my peo¬ 
ple. because they see very 
fexx Indians succeeding." 
Modeste said. 

The Cowichan Band Educa¬ 
tion Omimittee. headed by 
I^eonard Antoine who has In¬ 
formed the Cowichan school 
district of the Band's Inten- 
tkin. vxdll be responsible for 
the study. 

Modeste said he ex(>ecls the 
committee xvill get some di¬ 
rection frwn the province of 
Saskatchexxan, where a native 
Indian sohoql ojierated by the 
Band has been in operation 
for some time.

The prototype car was de¬ 
veloped for the law enforce¬ 
ment assistance administra¬ 
tion from a stock Chevy 
Nova. If the >dea is widely 
adopted, the administration 
hopes auto makers will design 
a small car especially for po¬ 
lice use. 

Direct computer keylward 
contact with headquarters for 
checking on suspicious cars 
and individuals or receiving 
commands is intended to save 
the patrolman’s time and' im¬ 
prove efficiency.

Family violence growing

TORONTO (CP) — Violence 
in the family, especially 
whei'e wives and children are 
ccpceimed, is one o( the 
greatest social ills facing 
modem society, says the lead¬ 
er of the women’s social ser¬ 
vices of the Salvation Army in 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

Col. Eva Burrows, in Cana¬ 
da to address the second na¬ 
tional congress of women in 
the Salvation Army said in an 
interview that abuse of alco¬ 
hol is involved In 75 per cent 
of cases wliere wives and chil¬ 
dren arc beaten and assault¬ 
ed. 

"As the problem increases, 
we have opened temporal^ 
emergency shelters for the 
women victims and their chil¬ 
dren." she said. "There wc 
counsel and give guidance to 
the families to either see 
them through a marriage 
breakdown or to conciliation." 

Col. Burrows said society 
was becoming more aware of 
violence in the family, partly 
because today's woman "is 
less oppressed and less afraid 
to speak up when she has 
been rmstreated than In the 
past.’' 

She described a pilot proj¬ 
ect in Nottingham, England, 
where troubled families enter 
into family training units. 

"We train them in budget¬ 
ing and homemaking and 
after three months, if they 
can cope, the government pro¬ 
vides them with a house of 
their own which is completely 


furnished," she sai^. "This 
way they really have a 
ch^ce to make a fresh 
start." 

Cbl. Burrows said the Salva¬ 
tion Army was a "little ahead 
of its time" in adopting the 
policy of total abstinence 
from alcohol wiien it was 
founded 100 years ago. 

"Now, society is reaping the 
damage to health and morali¬ 
ty that come from alcohol 
abuse," she said. "Maybe 
some day the use of alcc^l 
will become as unfashionable 
as smoking." 

She disagreed with those 
w*ho contend that the family 
unit Is becoming'’obsolete was 
the dlvaxje rate increases. 

"Where a family sees and 
directs itself to a united 
Christian purpoae in marriage 
and procreation there Is no 
thought ef divorce." 

Ool. Burrows smiled as she 
compared the women's Ilbera- 
tkm movement of the last dec¬ 
ade to her own woman's 
movement in the Salvation 
Army.

Mrs. Sauve delivered a 
strongly-worded criticism of 
what she saw as the failings 
of domestic television In a 
s{>eech at the opening of the 
CAB’S annual meeting here.

WASHINGTON (AP) - So- 
viet Ambassador Anatoly Do¬ 
brynin should be thrown out

He said a more thorough^ 
impartial investigation is 
needed to examine the poten¬ 
tial health hazards of the ra¬ 
diation being beamed at the 
U.S. Emimssy by the Swlels. 


“I lecl they ought to formal¬ 
ly call together a mixed com¬ 
mission of experts" including 
several with no government 
ties to look into the situation. 
Hemenway said in an inter¬ 
view.

“It's aslonishinK . . . terri¬ 
ble - shocking,’* a Victoria 
provincial court judge said 
Monday, that a man serving a 
long prison term for robbery 
could be "allowed to be in 
some place where he can 
walk out the door" and rob 
again. 

Judge Blake Allan spoke be¬ 
fore sentencing Dennis War¬ 
ren Smith. 27. to 15 years for 
a $2,800 holdup last Thursday 
at the Toronto Dominion Bank 
in the Fairfield shopping 
centre at 11:15 a.m. and an 
extra eight mwiths for being 
unlawfully at large from the 
federal community correc¬ 
tional centre at 921 Pandora 
at 10:45 a.m. the same day. 

Allan said the total of 15 
years and eight months will 
start at once, which means 
Smith’s release year will be 
1992 instead of the previous 
1983. 

The 15-year sentence, 
longest in more thair five 
years in the Victoria court, 
came during the same day 
that a man charged with an¬ 
other holdup was sent to a 
menial institution and another 
Victoria resident was charged 
as an accessory to Smith’s es- 
caiie. 

After Smith pleaded guilty 
to the two charges, Victoria 
police Del. Vred MUls tes¬ 
tified Smith was given a pass 
to 921 Pandora from the Wil¬ 
liam Head institution for the 
day Thursday. Indications 
were Smith was being pre¬ 
pared for a return to "the 
mainstream of society." 

Mills said Smith originally 
planned to "slip away" from 
the Pandora centre across the 
street to McDonald’s, 980 Pan¬ 
dora. for a hamburger and 
<joke but instead hold up the 
bank and return to the centre. 

But after leaving the centre, 
said Mills, Smith realized the 
15 minutes he had were not 
en<xigh "and he decided to es¬ 
cape." 

•The detective said the 
weapon brandished at the 
bank by Smith was a savsed- 
off .303 calibre rifle, not a 
shotgun as r^Kirted earlier, 
and Smith told i>oUce it was 
not loaded and probably 
didn’t function because the 
barrel was damaged In the 
sawring. 

Outside court, police said 
tests showed the gun did 
work. The gun and a stolen 
car used to get to the bank 
from Papdora were recovered 
early Monday by police on 
Stanley Avenue. 

Mills told Allan that about 


$400 of the $2,800 "went direct¬ 
ly (o the purenase of heroin 
. . . Immediately after" the 
holdup. Another $400, includ¬ 
ing maiiced money, was found 
Friday when Smith was 
arrested in a residence about 
one block from the Pandora 
centre. 

The other $2,000 "was dis¬ 
tributed to other persems un¬ 
known," said Mills, and no 
heroin was recovered. 


The judge sought more In¬ 
formation from Mills on the 
Pandora centre with: "He can 
go out on the street if he 
wishes?" 

IVhen the detective replied 
yes.'Allan said: "This is an 
astonishing matter to the pub¬ 
lic ... that this man is al¬ 
lowed to be in some places 
where ho can wfalk out the 
door .. . astonishing."
